Some Im portart Changes Made—-Dis­ 
cussion Goes on in the House—For­ 
feiture Bill Opposed by Secretary 
Smith—The Sugar Differential Act 
— The Baikruptcy H ill. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 2 2 .—After confer­ 
ences between the democratic mem­ 
bers of the house committee on bank­ 
ing and currency, and w ith the ap­ 
proval af the secretary of the treasury, 
Mr. Springer yesterday introduced a 
substitute for the Carlisle currency 
bill. I t is substantially a new measure, 
although some of the sections of the 
original measure are retained in the 
new bilk 
Two very im portant features make 
their appearance for the first time in 
the substitute. The main one will have 
the effect of allowing the national 
banking system to run along, without 
an arbitrary provision th at banks must 
organize under the new system. 
The 
original Carlisle bill contemplated th at 
all national banks 
must 
reorgan­ 
ize 
under 
the 
new 
plan. 
This 
would have required 
them tp sur­ 
render the government bonds which 
now constitute the basis of their circu­ 
lation. 
But the substitute does away 
w ith this imperative change. 
If national banks wish to continue 
to hold their United States bondland 
issue circulation theron they may do 
so. 
I t is felt th at they will soon dis­ 
cover the advantages of the new sys­ 
tem and will therefore adopt it volun­ 
tarily. 
The other im portant feature of the 
substitute is th at it does away w ith 
the unknown liability of banks to 
guarantee the notes of all other banks. 
This feature of the original bill has 
been much criticised. Tt contemplated 
th a t if a national bank failed its notes 
would be paid out of its assets and the 
general “safe fund*’ made up by all 
the banks. But if the assets and safety 
fund were insufficient to pay the notes 
of the failed bank, then the controller 
of the currency was to make a pro rata 
assessment on all the banks of the 
country. This banks said this pros 
pective assessment shouldered them 
with an unknown risk. 
In effect it 
made them supply insurance on all the 
notes of the banks in which they had 
no concern. In view of these criticisms 
the substitute does away w ith the as­ 
sessm ent plan. 
The “safety fund” 
w ill be the lim it of the joint liability 
o f all the banks for the failure of in­ 
dividual banks. 
They will, however, 
be compelled to keep up this safety 
fund by more rigid provisions than ap­ 
peared in the original bill. 
Besides 
these tw o main changes there are 
many lesser ones which are summarized 
as amendments. 
Mr. Springer's substitute will be 
printed to-day, when much less than a 
m ajority of the house will be here to 
read it, and it can not possibly receive 
any adequate consideration until after 
the holidays. 
The house as a whole is 
undoubtedly opposed to any kind of a 
bond issue, though it is said the idea 
of funding the greenbacks by a low 
rate popular loan is gaining ground 
day by day.

W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 2 2 .—The adverse 
reports of the secretary of the interior

The right of purchase depends solely 
on the settlem ent made on the land 
and w ithout any contract or license 
th at could be enforced with the com­ 
pany. 
To accord the right to purchase 
by merely taking possession and im­ 
proving such lands, w ithout requiring 
residence, would be to grant a priv­ 
ilege not conferred upon the home­ 
steader as to any other part of the pub­ 
lic domain.”

Weekly Review of Trade says: 
But for the large exports of gold and 
uncertainty about the financial legis­ 
lation the indications would be more en­ 
couraging. The holiday trade has been 
rather poor a t most points, partly owing 
to mild weather. There is distinctly 
more confidence shown about the 
future demand for industrial products, 
though prices are not better. 
Domes­ 
tic exports increase a little, though ex­ 
portable 
staples are not better in 
price. 
Money continues to accumulate 
here, and there is no enlargem ent in 
the legitim ate demand for commercial 
loans, though some offerings of paper, 
apparently to prepare for yearly set­ 
tlements, have excited remark. 
Prices of agricultural products do 
not improve. 
Wheat is unchanged for 
the week, although western receirts 
have fallen to 2,301,925 bushels, against 
2,594,810 for the same week last year, 
and it does not count for much th at the 
Atlantic exports were 936,645, against 
744,547 last year. 
The visible supply 
still grows and is 
now 88,173,000 
bushels. 
Corn fell four cents for the 
week, though Western receipts were 
only 1,522,636 bushels, against 3,582,- 
204 last year, and Atlantic exports 
more than a third smaller. 
Govern­ 
ment estimates do not seem to affect 
actual transactions. 
Cotton has de­ 
clined a sixteenth, to 5.69, and receipts 
from plantations continued larger for 
December than in 1891, when the crop 
was over 9,000, OOO bales. Larger orders 
for manufactured products have ap­ 
peared, and yet, except in boots and 
shoes, the general tendency of prices 
is downward. 
Steel billets sell at $15 
a t Pittsburg and Bessemer pig a t $9.50 
a t Valley Mills, and in other products 
the tone is on the whole weaker, ex­ 
cept th at structural beams hold the re* 
cent small advance. 
Yet quite large transactions are re­ 
ported in pig iron and billets and im­ 
proved demand for barred rails, while 
nothing is doing in “ 4” rails, business 
in sheets and plates is light. 
In shoes m anufacturers ar# obtain­ 
ing a good many orders a t 23>4 to 5 
cents advance over last year's prices. 
! Differences in cost of m aterial are 
claimed, but many jobbers hold off, as 
w ant of entire agreem ent among pro­ 
ducers raises the doubt w hether the 
advance will be maintained. 
The failure for the last week have 
been 349 in the United States, against 
344 last year, and 36 in Canada against 
27 last year.

fat in its tail, th a t appendage fre­ 
quently becoming so enormously en­ 
larged as to w eigh from 40 to 65 
pounds, a two-wheeled cart being pro­ 
vided for its reception by most of the 
shepherds who raise this peculiar 
breed of animals. 
Its other “chis! 
peculiarity” is this: During the win­ 
ter or dry season the biff-tailed sheen 


becomes dormant, hibernating like a 
bear, thus consuming the fat stored 
up in its tail during the more favor­ 
able months.
